The  Office  of  Minority  Health  (OMH)  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  1985  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health 
and  Human  Services  (HHS).  It  advises  the  Sec¬ 
retary  and  the  Office  of  Public  Health  and  Sci¬ 
ence  on  public  health  program  activities  affect¬ 
ing  American  Indians  and  Alaska  Natives,  Asian 
Americans,  Blacks/African  Americans,  Hispan- 
ics/Latinos,  Native  Hawaiians,  and  other  Pa¬ 
cific  Islanders.  The  goal  of  OMH  is  to  improve 
and  protect  the  health  of  racial  and  ethnic  mi¬ 
nority  populations  through  the  development  of 
health  policies  and  programs  that  will  address 
health  disparities. 

OMH  advises  the  Department  on  health  policy 
issues  affecting  health  status  and  access  to  care 
among  minority  populations.  It  coordinates  pro¬ 
grams  to  help  HHS  implement  minority  initia¬ 
tives,  including  the  White  House  Initiative  on 
Historically  Black  Colleges  and  Universities,  the 
White  House  Initiative  on  Educational  Excel¬ 
lence  for  Hispanic  Americans,  the  HHS  His¬ 
panic  Agenda  for  Action,  the  White  House  Ini¬ 
tiative  on  Tribal  Colleges  and  Universities,  the 
Executive  Order  on  Increasing  Participation  of 
Asian  Americans  and  Pacific  Islanders  in  Fed¬ 
eral  Programs,  HHS’  Asian  American  and  Pa¬ 
cific  Islander  Action  Agenda,  and  the  HHS  Mi¬ 
nority  HIV/AIDS  Initiative. 

OMH  works  with  HHS  operating  divisions  and 
other  Federal  departments  to  improve  collec¬ 
tion  and  analysis  of  data  on  the  health  of  racial 


and  ethnic  minority  populations.  It  monitors  ef¬ 
forts  to  achieve  Healthy  People  2010  goals  for 
minority  health. 

OMH  also  organizes  demonstration  projects 
through  joint  agreements  with  operating  divi¬ 
sions  of  the  Department,  funds  grants  for  health 
projects  at  minority  community  organizations 
and  coalitions,  and  funds  cooperative  agree¬ 
ments  with  major  national  minority  organiza¬ 
tions. 

OMH  maintains  minority  health  consultants  in 
each  of  the  10  HHS  Regional  Offices,  and  helps 
build  a  network  of  consumers  and  profession¬ 
als  working  on  minority  health  issues.  OMH 
works  with  established  State  offices  of  minority 
health,  and  provides  technical  assistance,  as 
requested,  to  minority  community  groups  who 
are  working  to  establish  similar  entities  within 
their  states.  It  operates  the  OMH  Resource 
Center,  which  was  established  to  improve 
analysis  of  issues  and  exchange  of  minority 
health  information  among  professionals  and 
consumers.

(OMHRC)  was  established  in  1987  by  the  Of¬ 
fice  of  Minority  Health,  U.S.  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services.  OMHRC  serves 
as  a  national  resource  and  referral  service  on 
minority  health. 

The  center  collects  and  distributes  information 
on  a  variety  of  topics  that  include  cancer,  car¬ 
diovascular  disease  and  stroke,  diabetes,  ho¬ 
micide,  suicide,  and  unintentional  injuries,  HIV/ 
AIDS,  infant  mortality,  substance  abuse,  and  a 
host  of  others. 

With  the  expansion  of  OMHRC’s  HIV/AIDS  in¬ 
formation  and  services,  the  center  has  a  dedi¬ 
cated  team  that  works  to  increase  awareness 
about  HIV/AIDS  and  supports  HIV/AIDS  orga¬ 
nizations  that  serve  minority  populations. 
OMHRC  provides  technical  assistance  to  com¬ 
munity-based  organizations  working  to  improve 
their  capacity  to  deliver  HIV/AIDS  prevention, 
education,  and  treatment.  It  performs  custom¬ 
ized  funding  searches  and  disseminates  tar¬ 
geted  materials  and  current  data  on  HIV/AIDS 
among  racial  and  ethnic  minorities. 

OMHRC  also  manages  the  Resource  Persons 
Network  -  a  group  of  dedicated  professionals 
who  volunteer  their  services  to  organizations 
in  need  of  assistance. 


The  center  encourages  the  public  to  join  its 
mailing  list  to  receive  free  copies  of  the  Closing 
the  Gap  and  HIV  Impact  newsletters  published 
by  the  Office  of  Minority  Health.  OMHRC  also 
makes  available  information  on  minority  health 
directories,  journals,  magazines,  reports,  ar¬ 
ticles,  brochures,  and  videotapes.
